thick and fast at times during the 
las.t week. 
When the people realiz- 


ed that the intention of the company 
-was to shut down the plant and move 
It away they arose in indignation and 
demanded action and have been get- 
ting It. 


When the electric current went off 


the evening of June 9 the public na- 
turally supposed it was another of 
•the numerous instances 
of 
break- 


downs and shutoffs, to which they 
have become accustomed during the 
last year and merely waited for the 
current to come back on again. This 
-waiting continued for several days. 
In- the News' of last week the com- 
pany announced it bed been found 
necessary to close the plant for ex- 
tensive repairs and the day the paper 
was- issued H. C. Clark of McCullom 
& Clark, legal representatives of the 
company, arrived here afcd announced 
he had received instructions from the 
company to dismantle the plant and 
remove it.

equipment to Daytona was started.

BASIS FOR SALARIES OF ALL 


TEACHERS FOR THE COMING 


YEAR. 


Out of an income of $161,729 at the 


disposal of the county board of pub- 
lic instruction, $142,175 has baen ap- 
propriated for the payment of salaries 
of teachers for the school year 1920- 
21. The total sum is made up of an 
appropriation of $122,145 from 
the 


general school fund and $20,030 from 
the various special tax school district 
funds, appropriated by trustees to be 
used by the county board for the pay- 
ment of salaries 


The following basis for salaries of 


teachers for the coming year has 
been adopted. High school principals, 
from $1,600 to $2,500. Assistant prin- 
cipals, trom $1,000 to 
$1,200. High 


school teachers. $800 to $1,100. Gram- 
mar grade teachers m city schools, 
$800. Music and art teachers, $1,000.

At a special meeting of the county 


school board held last Friday it was 
ordered that all schools in the coun- 
ty be opened for the year 1920-21 
on Monday, September 27th, except 
negro schools which ordinarily run 
in the summer and early fall, and the 
secretary was instructed to draw all 
contracts accordingly. 


The budget for the school year be- 


ginning July 1, 1920, and ending June 
30, 1921, was drawn up, and includes 
for salaries of teachers the sum of 
$122,145, other expenses bringing the 
total to $158,295, not including appro- 
priations for salaries which come out 
of special tax school district funds. 
Every effort was made to give in- 
creases wherever possible for salaries 
of teachers and to cut down on all 
other ite.ms wherever possible.

TEXT OF TEMPORARY INJUNCTION 


•INJUNCTION ISSUED 
BIENNIAL ELECTION 


•BY JUDGE PERKINS 
OF SCHOOL TRUSTEES 


NEW SMYRNA PUBLIC SERVICE 


COMPANY FILES MOTION ASK- 


ING THAT THE INJUNCTION BE 


DISSOLVED. 


Ordered by the circuit court 


to restore its plant to the con- 
dition in which it was prior to 
the time electric service was 
-discontinued more than two 
•weeks ago, and to continue to 
irunish the people of this city 
with electric current to the ex- 
tent that the efficiency of the 
plant will permit, the next 
definite move in the electric 
and ice situation in New Smyr- 
na is up to the New Smyrna 
Public Service company. The 
order of the court is that this 
must be done immediately. 


According to reports from 


Daytona the attorneys for the 
company, McCullom & Clark 
of Jacksonville, have prepared 
and filed a motion before 
.Judge Perkins asking for a dis- 
solution of the injunction or- 
der. 


Developments in the electric and 


ice situation in this city have teen 
thick and fast at times during the 
las.t week. When the people realiz- 
ed that the intention of the company 
•was to shut down the plant and move 
It away they arose in indignation and 
demanded action and have been get- 
ting it. 


When the electric current went off 


the evening of June 9 the public na- 
turally supposed it was another o£ 
•the numerous instances 
of 
break- 


downs and shutofls, to which they 
have become accustomed during the 
last year and merely waited for the 
current to come back on again. This 
-waiting continued for several days. 
In'the News'of last week the corn- 
pany announced it bed been found 
necessary to close the plant for ex- 
tensive repairs and the day the paper 
was. issued H. C. Clark of McCullom 
& Clark, legal representatives of the 
company, arrived here aftd announced 
he had received instructions from the 
company to dismantle the plant and 
remove 
it. 
Trucks appeared from 


Daytona at the same time and the 
•wort of moving the machinery and 
equipment to Daytona was started. 


Instantly a wave 
of indignation 


swept over the city. To be dropped 
cold by the company after putting 
tip with almost unbearable^ service 
for many months and without being 
given an opportunity to make some 
kind of preparations for the Jurnish- 
ing of lights and ice was a little 
more than the people proposed to 
stand for and a call for a mass meet- 
ing of citizens to be held that night 
was issued. "The feelings of the peo- 
ple were expressed in the big crowd 
of men and women which attended 
the mass meeting, held in Dohn's 
hall. 
After the meeting had been 


called to order these feelings were 
~expressed in no uncertain language. 


J. H. Hibbard was chosen chairman

COUNTY SCHOOL BOARD SETS 


BASIS FOR SALARIES OP ALL 


TEACHERS FOR THE COMING 


YEAR. 


Out of an income of $161,729 at the 


disposal of the county board of pub- 
ic instruction, $142,175 has baen ap- 
propriated for the payment of salaries 
of teachers for the school year 1920-

school board held last Friday it was 
ordered that all schools in the coun- 
ty be opened for the year 1920-21 
on Monday, September 27th, except 
negro schools which ordinarily run 
in the summer and early fall, and the 
secretary was instructed to draw all 
contracts accordingly. 


The budget for the school year be- 


ginning July 1, 1920, and ending June 
30, 1921, was drawn up, and includes 
for salaries of teachers the sum of 
$122,145, other expenses bringing the 
total to $158,295, not including appro- 
priations for salaries which come out 
of special tax school district funds. 
Every effort was made to give in- 
creases wherever possible for salaries 
of teachers and to cut down on all 
other ite.ms wherever possible.
